REVENUES 



Revenues are defined as additions* to assets which do . 
not incyr an obligation 'that must be met at sonfe future 
date, do'not represent exchanges ofjproperty for money,' 
and are ayailablc for Expenditure. They should nojt be 
confuse-* with ftentitlcments, allotirients, grant awards, 
etc. .Since .the -revenues reported ^re those received 
during th6 Oscil y^r ending June 30, 1973, it i%. 
'unlikely that the ^lues reported would reconcile with 
allotments; etc., for the same year. • * T » 

' Revenues for 'fiscal year 1973 totaled S52,l billion 
(tables 5 and^*), up 4.5 percent from the S50.0 billion 
reported for 1971-72. The high-level of .dependence on 
revenue from local sources (503 peicent) persisted 
(table b); in most States the so.urce was property ,taxes. 

Revenue per pupil is a comparative? expressr of 
dollar re'sources ^ailable for education. Division of total 
revenues by average daily a'ttendance . (ADA) yicjded 
5*1,236 per pupil in AI>A for the United S.tates. Among • 
the States, average revenue per pupil langed from S762 
for Mississippi to SI, 995 for New York. (See table 6.) ' 

Revenue from Federal sources (8.7 percent of total 
revenue) averaged SI 07 per pupil and varie^ among the 
States, ranging from $55 per pupil for Wisconsin 
S442 for Alaska. Expressed .as percents oMotal public 
elementary and secondary revenue for these *two States, • 
the federal portions we^e 4.3 percent and 24.2 percent, 
respectively; however, Mississippi's S202 per pupil from 
Federal sources represented 26^5 percent of available 
revenues for that State.

Su<:h revenues werfe reported by 24 
States, witlv average* revgnue per pupil ranging f^om 
$0.38 (less than* 0.1* percent of total revenue per pupil) 
for Mijsissippi to $313 (26.4 percent) for Montana, 
Purposes of these revenues ranged from operation of 
.intermediate administrative agencies to approximately 
equal funding of local schools. 

Local i^^enue sources, which must furnish all 
revenues not provided from other levels, furnished an 
average of $622 per pupil (50.3 percent of total 
revenue) for the 50 States and the District of Columbia.

Table E shows the data in table li' after they were 
adjusted, to constant (4972-73) dollars based on changes 
in the Consumer Price IndeX (CPI) published by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, U,S. Department of Labor, 
(e,g., the CPI for -FY 1968 was 101.9 and for FY 1973 
was 128.2, so the 1968 data were adjusted by a factor 
of 1,2584). Even when so adjusted, the national average 
per pupil expenditure showed^ a 56.6-percfent Lnciease 
from 1965 to 1973. The lowest State par-pupil expendi- 
ture increased by 67 1 percent, the highest by 5(5.7 
percent.
